Excellent  news  for  the  people  of  Vic- 
toria has  been  conveyed  in  a  brief  dis- 
patch from  Ottawa  to  the  Board  of 
Trade,  setting  out  that  the  mission  of 
the  delegates  from  that  body  has  been 
succeesful.  It  is  anticipated  that  details 
of  the  announcement  will  be  at  hand  in 
time  for  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board 
to  be  held  this  afternoon. 

While  the  delegates  went  to  Ottawa 
with  the  intention  of  pressing  for  Gov- 
ernment aid  to  a  number  of  important 
matters  affecting  the  port,  I  hey  were 
specifically  instructed  on  two  points,  as 
set  out  in  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  That  immediate  steps  be  taken  by 
the  Government  to  provide  for  two  piers 
1000  feet  long,  properly  equipped,  one  of 
which  may  be  built  on  and  simultan- 
eously with  the  breakwater. 

2.  Also  to  again  place  before  the  Gov- 
ernment the  necessity  of  providing  a 
first-class  drydock  capable  of  accommo- 
dating the  large  ocean  liners  now  fre- 
quenting this  port  and  those  shortly  to 
come. 

Froinpt   Action 

'  H  is  assumed  thai  the  message  re- 
ceived last  evening  by  tiif  secretary  of 
the  Board  implies  that  the  Government 
has  acceded  to  the  request  in  respect  to 
the  piers  to  be  included  in  breakwater 
construction:  and,  in  regard  to  the  dry- 
dock,  it  will  be  recalled  that  press  dis- 
patches from  Ottawa  a  few  days  ago  in- 
dicated that  previous  representations 
which  had  been  made  by  the  Board  and 
Mr.  G.  H.  Barnard,  the  member  for  Vic- 
toria, and  Mr.  W.  K  Shepherd,  M.P.,  had 
borne  fruit. 

In  the  absence  of  details  of  further 
achievement*  by  the  delegates,  Mr.  H.  B. 
Thompson,  M.I'.,  and  '.'apt.  W.  H.  Logan, 
'he  success  of  their  mission  in  regard  to 
the  matter  of  the  enlarged  breakwater  at 
Ogden  Point,  is  in  itself  sufficient  tn  .jus- 
tify the  trip  to  Ottawa,  and  constitutes 
an  excellent  piece  of  news  for  Colonist 
readers  this  morning.  The  original 
scheme  In  connection  with  the  break- 
water, the  contract  for  which  is  now  in 
the  hands  of  t^ir  John  Jackson  ( Canada i, 
Ltd.,  called  for  an  expenditure  of 
$1,800,000,  and  under  the  new  proposals, 
which  have  now  apparently  received  the 
endorsatlon  of  the  Government,  the  ex- 
penditure is  increased  to  $2,400,000. 
A  Huge  Pier 

Roughly,  it  is  proposed  that  the  break- 
water shall  not  only  serve  as  a  protec- 
tion to  the  new  harbor  area  to  be  created 
at  the  Outer  Docks,  but  that  it  shall  con- 
form to  the  purposes  of  a  huge  pier,  with 
a  width  sufficient  to  allow  of  double 
tracks  for  the  accommodation  of  railway 
cara  and  sheds.  The  breakwater  Is  to  be 
bo  constructed  as  to  allow  of  the  dock- 
ing of  vessels  right  alongside. 

With  this  prompt  acquiescence  by  the

TORONTO,  Ont.,  April  10.— Lady 
Thompson,  widow  of  the  late  Sir  John 
Thompson,  who  was  Premier  of  Canada 
from  December  1,  1892,  to  December  12, 
1 894,  died  today  at  the  General  Hospital 
following  an  operation* 

Lady  Thompson  had  resided  here  since 
the  death  of  her  husband  in  Windsor 
Palace  on  December  12,  1*84. 

Born  In  Halifax,  Lady  Thompson  was 
educated  there.  On  her  husband'*  death 
a  fund  was  raised  fof  her  benefit,  to 
whleh  Parliament  gave  $25,000.  the  was 
the  founder  of  the  National  Council  of 
Women  of  Canada.

LONDON,  April  10. — Indications  of  a 
peaceful  Balkan  settlement  continue 
favorable.  The  Belgrade  correspondent 
of  The  Dally  Telegraph  asserts  that  Ser- 
via has  decided,  on  Russia's  advice,  to 
withdraw  all  the  Servian  troops  now  In- 
vesting Scutari. 

The  International  blockade  of  the  coast 
.  between  Antlvari  and  the  Drln  River 
began  at  eight  o'clock  Thursday  morn- 
ing. All  ships  within  Tne  blockade  were 
allowed  forty-eight  hours  in  which  to  de- 
part. 

The  Russian  Government  issued  a  long 
official  communication  last  night,  ex- 
plaining the  efTorts  of  the  Rowers  to  ar- 
range a  settlement  of  the  Balkan  prob- 
lem, and  Justifying  Russia's  consent  to 
the  annexation  of  Scutari  to  Albania  on 
the  ground  that  this  is  necessary  to  pre- 
serve peace,  and,  because  Scutari  is 
purely  an  Albanian. town,  the  annexation 
of  which  by  Montenegro  would  only 
prove  a  source  of  embarassment  and  dif- 
ficulty, weakening,  Instead  of  strength- 
ening, Montenegro. 

Charge  Against  Xing  STloholas 

In  the  communication  it  is  charged 
that  King  Nicholas  broke  the  engage- 
ment into  which  he  had  entered  to  se- 
cure Russia's  consent  before  resorting  to 
war,  and  adds: 

"Nevertheless,  the  Russian  Emperor 
"magnanimously  assisted  Montenegro  to 
attain  its  legitimate  aims,  and  warned 
King  Nicholas  that  pursuance  of  per- 
sonal alms  with  respect  to  Scutari  only 
would  condemn  his  people  to  useless 
massacre. 

"These  warnings  were  ignored,  appar- 
ently because  King  Nicholas  believed 
that  continued  resistance  would  embroil 
Russia  and  the  Great  Towers  In  a  Euro- 
pean war.  Russia,  therefore,  was  com- 
pelled to  act  in  concert  with  the  Powers 
in  coercing  Montenegro,  but  still  hopes 
that  the  display  of  continental  naval 
power  will  Induce  Montenegro  to  bow  to 
the  will  of  Europe,  in  which  case  the 
Rowers  will  find  means  of  alleviating 
the  lot  of  the  Montenegrin  people,  who 
are  overwhelmed  by  the  excessive  sacri- 
fices entailed  by  the  siege  of  Scutari." 
King's  Yacht  Captured 

CETTINJE,  April  10.— The  first  victim 
of  the  International  blockade  was  the 
King  of  Montenegro's  yacht,  which  was 
captured  by  a  foreign  warship  in  the 
waters  around  Antlvari.  The  yacht  was 
escorting  throe  vessels  loaded  with  flour. 


OTTAWA,  April  10. — The  debate  on 
the  closure,  as  expected,  pursued  an  un- 
eventful course.  In  the  Commons  today, 
it  is  almost  the  invariable  rule  of  Par- 
liament that  stirring  scenes  are  fol- 
lowed  by  days  of  comparative  calm.

PILOTS  ON  SL  'LAWRENCE 

moyal  Commission  Xacommenda  Change 

of  System  At  and  Below  Harbor  of 

Quebec 


OTTAWA,  April  10. — The  report  of 
the  royal  commission,  appointed  to  In- 
quire into  the  pilotage  system  on  the 
St.  Lawrence  River  in  the  districts  of 
Montreal  and  Quebec,  makes  the  recom- 
mendation that  the  corporation  of  pilots 
for  and  below  the  harbor  of  Quebec,  be 
abolished  and  their  charter  canceled, 
and  that  the  Government  appoint  a 
superintendent  of  sea-going  experience 
In  full  charge  of  the  district  to  admin- 
ister its  affairs  and  be  directly  respon- 
sible  to  the  Minister  of  Marine. 

Changes  in  the  apprenticeship  system 
are  recommended,  as  well  aa  a  com- 
pulsory   retiring   age   of   seventy   years. 

The  report  which  refers  to  the  Mon- 
treal pilotage  system  Is  mainly  of  a 
favorable  nature,  but  the  administra- 
tion at  Quebec  is  declared  to  be  loose 
and  bad.  Appointment  of  a  pilotage 
commission  is  recommended,  with  duties 
partly  executive  and  partly  administra- 
tive. 

One  of  the  commissioners,  Mr.  La- 
chance,  of  Quebec,  in  a  minority  re- 
port, favored  retaining  the  corporation 
of  pilots.

WASHINGTON,  April  10. --The  altl- 
tu<le  of  the  Senates  toward  President 
Wilson'*  tariff  plans,  as  embodied  In 
the  new  House  Tariff  Bill,  became  fairly 
well  defined  today  after  another  meet- 
ing ot  the  Democratic  mumbers  of  the 
finance  committee.  Briefly,  the  Senate 
oommiltee  will  agree  to  accept  the  \  iuw 
of  the  President  and  the  House  as  to 
free  wool  and  one-cent  sugar,  with  the 
•'free  sugar  in  three  years"  attachment, 
but  It  will  exercise  its  right  to  amend 
other  schedules  and  provisions  of  the 
tariff   bill   as    It   thinks    best. 

The  conference  with  the  President 
yasterday  brought  a  working  agreement, 
under  which  both  the  executive  and  the 
Senate  leaders  have  yielded  certain 
points.  The  Senate  Democrats  do  not 
propose  to  make  any  general  Increase 
in  the  rates  of  the  tariff  bill,  or  to 
make  the  Senate  liable  to  the  charge  of 
having  Impeded  the  efforts  of  the  Presi- 
dent and  the  House  towards  tariff  re- 
form. 

Senators    Work    on    ScUedulos 

Changes  will  be  made  In  many  sched- 
ules, however,  the  work  having  been 
started  today — with  a  eensideratieii  of 
the  first  schedule  in  the  bill.  Some  of 
the  changes  regarded  as.,  necessary  by 
the  Senate  leaders  may  be  carried  over 
to  the  House*  and  put  Into  the.  bill 
through  the  Democratic  caucus  still  lh~ 
progress  there.  The  Senate  leaders  re- 
servo  the  full  right  to  make  changes  af- 
ter the  bill  reaches-  the  Senate  when 
thoy  consider  them  necessary  to  make 
the   tariff .  revision   more  effective. 

The  decision  to  stand  with  the  Presi- 
dent on  the  wool  and  sugar  tarriff  ls- 
SUes  has  brought  the  various  forces  of 
Democratic  centres  into  political  unity, 
It  is  claimed.  Should  the  President  and 
the  House  majority  refuse  to  accept  any 
changes  in  the  wool  and  sugar  pro- 
visions, It  is  understood  the  Senate  com- 
mittee will  lend  Its  suport  to  the  same 
programme.

Washington,  April  10.— -An  effi- 
cient navy,  large  and  powerful  enough 
to  maintain  the  nation's  prestige,  is  the 
policy  of  the  new  administration,  as 
outlined  today  to  the  Navy  League  of 
the  United  States  In  Its  eighth  annual 
convention,  by  Pranklln  D.  Roosevelt, 
assistant  secretary  of  the  navy.  His 
statement  created  enthusiasm.  It  was 
regarded  as  directly  reflecting  tha 
views  of  Secretary  Daniels  and  the 
White    House. 

Mr.  Roosevelt  called  on  the  members 
of  the  league  to  aid  In  popularizing  tha 
naval  estimate,  and  declared  that  as 
effective  work  could  be  done  outside 
the  navy  as  within  It.

At  the  first  ses- 
sion of  the  committee  the  Mayor  went 
back  nearly  twenty  years  in  his  ef- 
fort to  adduce  evidence  to  support  his 
charges  against  the  City  Clerk  when  he 
put  ex-Mayor  Hayward  and  ex-Mayor 
Redfern  on  the  stand,  but  their  evidence 
was  distinctly  not  adverse  to  the  City 
Clerk,  and  the  most  of  their  time  was 
occupied  by  the  Mayor  in  an  attempt 
to  show  Just  what  hours  they,  as  civic 
heads,  had  spent  in  the  Mayor's  office 
during  their  respective  terms  of  office.

COLLAPSE     OF     MILITARISM. 


When  aha,  lata  B.  H.  Harrtman  JUgd^ . 
the  newspapers  credited  him.  with  the 
possession  of  several  hundred  millions 
of  dollars.  Then  and  before  that  time 
he  was  popularly  supported  to  own  the 
Union  Pacific  Railway  and  a  very  choice 
assortment  of  other  similar  properties. 
The  Harrlman  system,  as  It  used  to  be 
called,  was  spoken  of  as  though  It  were 
his  private  property.  He  handled  It 
as  though  it  were.  It  now  appears 
that  the  total  of  his  stock  holdings 
were  under  $20,000,000.  This  is  a  good 
deal  of  money,  but  it  is  only  a  fraction 
of  the  value  of  the  railways  which  were 
included  in  his  system. 

This  proves  two  things.  One  of  them 
is  that  a  good  deal  of  the  wealth  as- 
cribed in  the  popular  mind  to  some  peo- 
ple exists  chiefly  In  the  Imagination. 
Another  is  that  ability  counts  for  more 
than  wealth  In  the  business  world.  Mr. 
Harrlman  controlled  a  great  railway 
system,  not  because  he  owned  it  or  any- 
thing like  a  majority  of  the  stock  re- 
presented by  It,  for  in  point  of  fact  his 
voting  power  could  not  have  controlled 
even  the  tssue  of  a  trip  pass  across  the 
Oakland  Ferry,  but  because  he  was  a 
man  of  ability,  who  was  able  to  in- 
spire other  people  with  confidence. 
There  Is  a  lesson  in  this  which  he  who 
runs  may  read.

That  Parliament  must  have  control  of 
Its  proceedings  goes  without  saying.  If 
it  has  not,  Parliament  would  be  shorn 
of  its  power.  Closure  does  not  of  it- 
nelfjiijipLy  *l.  curl*  Upon  ri^.lnm  of 
speech;  It  may  he  necessary  to  s.iuro 
freedom  of  action.  Tlilr,  is  a  distinc- 
tion tiiut  ought  not  to  be  lost  sight  of. 
It  was  to  secure  freedom  of  action  that 
closure  was  lntorduced  In  the  British 
House  of  Commons.  "We  are  quite  aware 
of  the  fact  that  students  of  parliamen- 
tary government  were  by  no  means  un- 
animous as  to  the  advisability  of  adopt- 
ing the  rule,  when  It  was  proposed  in 
Westminster.  The  British  people  have 
always  been  Jealous  of  the  privilege* 
of  Parliament,  and  one  of  these  most 
cherished  was  the  right  of  members  to 
express  themselves  with  full  freedom  on 
all  questions.  But  during  the  quarter 
of  a  century  In  which  the  principle  of 
closure  has  been  in  force  In  the  Mother 
of  Parliaments,  nothing  has  occurred  to 
•how  that  It  has  in  any  way  Interfered 
with  the  full  and  free  discussion  of  all 
public  questions. 

Much  of  necessity  depends  upon  the 
manner  In  which  the  closure  Is  applied. 
It  mar  he  a  dangerous  weapon,  not  to 
the  minority,  but  to  the  majority.  When 
a  ministry  asks  the  House  to  entrust  It 
with  the  summary  powers  involved  In  a 
closure  rule,  It  la  accepting  s  very  grave 
responsibility.  It  is  a  power  that  mus| 
be  ased   with   the  utmost  caution,  and 


The  most  remarkable  event  of  the 
year  is  the  admission  of  the  German 
Government  that,  even  when  the  nation 
is  at  peace,  the  taxes,  which  can  safely 
be  imposed  upon  the  people,  are  insuf- 
ficient to  maintain  the  army  at  the 
strength  deemed  necessary  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  country,  and  a  direct  levy 
upon  a  part  of  the  capital  of  the  people 
ha.s  to  be  resorted  to  in  order  to  meet 
current  demands.  Evidently  there  can 
be  no  finality  in  this.  A  demand  for 
1250,000,000,.  to  be  paid  out  of  capital 
Is  confessed  only  a  temporary  expedient 
so  that  the  military  establishment  may 
be  brought  up  to  what  Is  said  to  be  its 
necessary  minimum  strength.  Mini- 
mum strength,  he  it  remembered.  If 
the  army  had  to  be  brought  Up  to  its 
maximum  strength,  there  would  have  to 
be  wholesale  confiscation  of  property. 
As  t'te  result  of  a  great  war,  Germany 
was  ible  to  compel  France  to  pay  an  in- 
demnity s;f  $l-,0G'0,\Wi(\OO0.  and  the  world 
stood  aghast  at  the  immensity  of  the 
sum.  Now  the  Kaiser  demnnds  that  his 
own  people,  shall  pay  a  sum  equal  to 
one-fourth  of  this  indemnity  in  addi- 
tional to  their  already  burdensome  taxea, 
and  that,  too,  at  a  time  when  there  Is 
no  nation  standing  In  a  hostile  attitude 
towards  Germany.  If  this  does  not 
presage  the  collapse  of  militarism,  It  le 
the  first  step  towards  universal  bank- 
ruptcy. 

During  the  past  hundred  years  Europe 
has  shuddered  under  two  great  shadows. 
One  of  them  was  that  of  Napoleon, 
which  for  nearly  a  score  of  years  rest- 
ed upon  the  land  like  some  terrible 
nightmare.  The  other  Is  the  shadow  of 
Bismarck.  That  tremendous  man  ori- 
ginated an  idea  and  evolved  a  political 
plan,  resting  upon  rifles  and  artillery. 
Kaiser  Wilhem  II.  was  able  to  rid  him- 
self of  the  Iron  Chancellor,  but  he  has 
not  been  able  to  escape  from  under  life 
shadow.  Bismarck  was  primarily  s 
man  of  action.  When  It  suited  his 
purpose  he  struck  Denmark,  then  Aus- 
tria, then  France.  He  terrorised  Aus- 
tria and   Italy   into   a   Triple   Alliance.

Should  the  Government  get  the  train 
Into  New  Orleans  In  less  than  seven 
davs  t.  w'll  set  a  new  record  for  speed 
between  the  two  cities.  Transportation 
men  here  assert  that  unless  the  train 
is  wrecked  it  will  mnke  the  trip  in 
time  to  permit  the  setting  of  the  1 
1, races.  It  ls„sald  that  the  Government 
has  the  machinery  ready  for  the  pile- 
drlving.

The  Hon.  Edward  Ludlow  Wetmore, 
former  Chief  Justice  of  Saskatchewan, 
who  has  been  unanimously  agreed  upon 
by  the  others  of  that  tribunal  aa  the 
fifth  member  and  chairman  of  the  Royal 
Commission  on  Indian  Lands  In  British 
Columbia,  is  already  in  Victoria,  and  will 
quite  probably  becom'e  a  permanent  resi- 
dent here  He  has  recently  been  touring 
California  and  Ik  now  visiting  with  his 
daughter  and  son-in-law,  Mr.  Christie, 
the  Tnanager  here  of  the  Union  Bank  of 
Canada.  The  Hon.  Mr.  Wetmore's  first 
intimation  of  his  selection  as  chairman 
of  the  Indian  Lands  Commission  was  re- 
ceived through  the  announcement  in  Th* 
Colonist  yesterday,  and  In  the  course  of 
a  cull  upon  ActinR  Premier  Howser  later 
in  the  morning  he  Intimated  his  accept- 
ance, which  had  already  been  conveyed 
to  Premier  Borden.  The  latter  Is  arrang- 
ing with  the  Federal  Commissioners, 
Messrs.  White  and  McKenna,  so  that 
they  may  leave  for  Victoria  almost  im- 
mediately, and  It  is  hoped  that  the  com- 
plete commission  will  be  able  to  hold  its 
first  meeting  for  organization  towards 
the  e^nd  of  next  week. 

Is  a  Mew  Brunswicker 
-  Hon.  Mr.  Kdward  Ludlow  Wet  more,  who 
is  chosen  to"  preside  over  **.!,#  very  im- 
portant commission  of  investigation,  Is  a 
son  of  the  late  Mr.  Charles  Wetmore, 
clerk  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of 
New  Brunswick,  and  was  born  in  Fred- 
ericton,  the  capital  city  of  that  sister 
Province,  in  1841.

He  has  twice 
acted  as  administrator  of  the  Province 
of  Saskatchewan  and  was  also  respon- 
sible for  the  revision  am!  consolidation 
of  the  statutes  of  that  Province.  Aside 
from  bis  professional  and  judicial  ac- 
tivities, Hon.  Mr.  Wetmore  has  been  an 
adiv*  champion  of  educational  progress 
end  is  at  present  chancellor  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Saskatchewan.

That  the  opinion  of  British  grain- 
shipping  experts  showed  that  Canadian

A  Mai'donalil,  K  C,  wlio  has  been  art- 
lag  in  the  Ihtereatii  ot  the  City  of  Ot- 
tawa during  the  >nv  rstlgation  by  the 
Railway    Comtaii  the    matter   of 

the  freight  rates  charged  eust  of  the 
Rockies.  The  Inquiry  had  ,  been  ad- 
journed, he  said,  for  the  Government 
counsel  to  file  exhibits  In  reply  to  tho 
exhibfts  put  In  by  the  company.

Mr.  Kleetham.  a 
short  time  ago.  induced  the  Indiana 
in  his  charge  to  part  with  a  numher  of 
aerr«  comprising  a  Corner  of  the  reserva- 
tion, which  land' he  intends  to  sell  under 
Government  supervision,  the  proceeds  to 
he  devoted  to  the  purchase  of  farm  Im- 
plements.

Favorite  and  Johnson  Drive  Into 
First  Resting  Place  in  Great 
Dog  Race  Together — Cov- 
ered Thirty-Two  Miles, 


NOME,  Alaska,  April  10. — Cheered  by 
6,000  people,  four  dog  teams  got  away 
at  9  o'clock  this  morning  in  the  412- 
mile  All-Alaska  sweepstake  race  over 
the  snow  trail  from  ffome  to  Candle 
and  return.  The  starters  were  the 
teams  entered  by  Mrs.  C.  E.  Darling,  of 
Berkeley,  California,  and  A.  A.  (Scotty) 
Allan;  Russell  Bowen  and  Fay  Dalzene; 
John  Johnson  and  Tommy  Illayok,  a 
native  driver. 

Cle%r  cold  weather  and  a  fast  trail 
give  promise  of  one  of  the  fastest  races 
over  run  in  the  North.  John  Johnson, 
whose  Siberian  wolves  set  the  record 
of  74  hours,  14  minutes  and  14  sec- 
ond* in  1810,  is  droving  a  team  of  21 
dogs,  the  largest  team  ever  entered 
in  a  dog  race  but  "Scotty"  Allan,  who 
drove  the  Darling-Allan  team  to  victory 
in  1911  and  1912,  Is  the  favorite  In  the 
betting.  Allan's  time  last  year  was  sV 
hour*  and  32  minutes,  and  in  1911,  81 
hours  and  40  minutes.  The  purse  is 
$6,000,  divided  60  per  cent  to  the  win- 
ner, 16  per  cent  for  second  and  15  per 
cent  for  third  place. 

Allarr  and  Johnson  drove  into  Solo- 
mon, the  first  resting  station  together, 
having  covered  32  miles  In.  3  hours  and 
7  minutes.  Delzene  was  eight  minutes 
behind  the  leaders  and  was  followed 
by  Illayok.  Johnson  and  Allan's  time 
to  Sdtomon  was  12  minutes  slower  than 
that,  made  over  the  same  distance  by 
Johnson's  dogs  In  the  Solomon  Derby, 
January  26,  but  the  total  distance  In 
that  race  waa  only  C6  miles  and  the 
dogs  were  pushed  hard  from  the  start. 
Because  of  the.  long  tiresome  drive  that 
J*  ahead  of  the  teams,  the  drivers  are 
holding  their  dogs  tn  a  steadier  pace  so 
as  not  to  wear  them  out  early  in  the 
raea.

According  to  The  Scottish  Weekly 
Record,  one  of  the  best  sporting  papers 
in  the  land  o'  cakes,  a  Scottish  team 
will  tour  Canada  this  Summer.  At  last 
it  seems  that  the  Old  Country  people 
are  waking-  up  to  the  fact  that  a  tour 
of  Canada  could  be  made  a  paying  prop- 
osition. Canada  has  waited  long  and 
patiently  for  the  visit  of  a  professional 
team.  For  many  years  the  Old  Country 
professionals  have  been  tourfcig  South 
Africa,  the  Argentine  and  the  Continent, 
but  for  the  reason  that  Canada  was  not 
affiliated  with  the  International  Foot- 
ball Federation,  this  pleasure  has  been 
denied  Canadians.  Says  Bedouin,  in  the 
paper   mentioned: 

"I  am  delighted  to  learn  from  official 
sources  that  the  S.  F.  A.  contemplate 
sending  a  Scottish  team  out  to  Canada 
this  Summer.  The  fostering  of  the  Im- 
perial spirit  will  knit  the  Dominion 
closer  to  the  Motherland.

The    Most    Ancient    Hunger    Strike. 
Sir — Many    of    your    readers    may    be 

Interested  In  the  following,  and  some  of 
them  have  been  able  to  see  I  he  papyrus 
mils  irt  the  British  Museum  in  London, 
Kngland.  Fortune  today  smiles  upon 
us  and  we  have  more  access  tu  the 
treasures  of  Egyptian  literature  than 
Dante  or  Thomas  Ai|iiinus  bad  to  the 
remains     of     Attic     poets.  Kpiphanlus 

Wilson.  M.A.,  a  great  authority  sajs. 
"We  know  exactly  the  details  as  to 
women  In  Egypt  thirty  centuries  ago. 
Their  position,  what  uniforms  their 
soldier  lovers  wore.  We  know  (he  very 
names  of  the  horses  in  the  war  chariot 
of  Rameses  II.,  and  can  sec,  in  our 
mind's  eye,  Che  tame  lion  running  by 
the  side  ready  to  feast  on  the  blood  of 
the  monarch's  foes.  This  king  made 
war  fourteen  centuries  before  the  Chris- 
tian era." 

The  Egyptians  employed  three  alpha- 
bets—  the  hieroglyphic,  the  hieratic,  and 
the  demotic.  In  the  helroglyphlcs,.  the 
symbol,  a  bee,  stands  for  king.  The 
, hieratic  handwriting  was  a  transition 
from  symbol*  to  primitive  letters,  and 
the  papyrus  reed,  cut  In  slices  and  gum- 
med together  was  used  as  paper  for  this 
writing,  much  of  it  is  beautifully  exe- 
cuted   in    black    and    red    inks. 

The' earliest  "find"  of  papyri  of  Im- 
portance was  at  Thebes  In  114*.  many 
of  which  were  wrftten  twenty-five  cen- 
turies before  the  Christian  era.  I 
want  to  emphasise  this  fact  because  the 
lady  Whs  threatened  a  "hunger  strike" 
was  mentions*  on  one  ttf  those  papyri.

her  up  in  a  palace  with  sevsaty  win- 
dows which  wcrs  seventy  UBjblta  fropi 
the  ground.  This  chief  promised  he 
would  give  her  in  marriage  to  the  youth 
who  could  climb  up  to  the  window.  A 
prince  succeeded  and  she  put  out  her 
arms  and  embraced  him  in  all  his  limbs 
and  kissed  him.  This  is  what  the 
papyri  tells  us.  The  father  dsclined  to 
carry  out  his  promise  and  the  maiden 
swore  an  oath  by  the  being  Ha  I-'arakh- 
ti,  that  If  the  youth  was  taken  from  her 
she  would  not  cat  nor  drink.  She  said, 
"i  shall  die."  in  thj  end  she  had  her 
way.  Thin  Is  probably  the  oldest  re- 
cord of  a  hunger  strike  and  the  lady 
won.  They  were  married.  She  was 
Instrumental  in  saving  his  life.  He 
was  asleep.  His  wife  filled  a  bowl  of 
milk  and  placed  it  by  hi_s  side,  when  a 
serpent  came  out  of  a  hole  to  bite 
the  youth,  but  drank  the  milk  and  while 
drupk,  lay  upside  down,  and  she  killed 
it    with    her   dagger. 

I  could  have  tojd  you  more  ahout 
these  two  young  lovers,  but  the  papyrus 
is   damaged   at    this  part.

Sir, — From  the  general  topic  In  the 
street  the  average  citizen  has  not 
fathomed  the  importance  of  a  harbor 
commission.  Many  imagine  that  the 
city  is  to  do  this  work,  whereas  as  a 
matter  of  fact  it  Is  properly  consti- 
tuted corporation  authorized  by  .  the 
Dominion  Government  to  issue  deben- 
tures none  less  than  1100  and  not  to 
exceed  forty  years  duration.  (Guaran- 
teed by   the  Dominion).

One  of  the  terms  of  the  com- 
mission Is  that  after  the  completion 
of  all  necessary  Improvements  all  sur- 
plus revenue  derived  from  the,  com- 
mission goes  to  the  city.  It  is  thus 
seen  that  the  city  would  eventually  de- 
rive immense  revenue  from  th.ls ^under- 
taking. 

As  to  the  land  at  Ogden  Point,  it  is 
very  essential  that  t lie  nineteen  acres 
should  not  revert  to  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment, as  a  clause  In  the  Commission 
Bill  states  that  the  commission  will 
not  have  the  same  powers  over  the, Do- 
nun. .11  rights  as  it  will  over  properties 
absoluici-.  vested  in  the  commission.  If 
it  should  develop  that  1  the  Dominion 
must  have  the  land  adjacent  to  the 
breakwater  foe  constructing  purposes, 
a  compromise  could  be  arrived  at  where- 
by a  portion  of  said  lands  would  revert 
to   the   Dominion.  * 

I  venture  to  suggest  that  If  we  ob- 
tain such  a  harbor  commission  as  New 
Westminster  will  have,  it  should  em- 
brace KsnuimaH  Harbor  and  In  order 
to  facilitate  the  working  of  the  com- 
mission in  ESQUtmall  Harbor,  it  would 
Of  advisable  to  submerge  the  municipal- 
ity of  Ks'i'iinialt  in  the  City  of'  Vic- 
toria. The  Victoria  Arm  which  has 
been  christened  "The  Henley  of  the 
Pacific,''  at  the  instance  of  the  "Flying 
legion,"  of  Sail  Francisco,  is  in  dire 
need  of  sanitation  at  the  present  mo- 
ment, and  by  the  ostablishnv-'n  t  of 
BUi  Ii  a  commission  in  Victoria  this  mat- 
ter   1    iihl    be    remedied    Immediately. 

Now.  is  the  time  to  act  in  securing 
for  Victoria  such  a  commission.  The 
Federal  House  is  now  In  session,  the 
e:tv  has  sent  delegates  to  Ottawa  and 
it  would  be  poor  policy  to  allow  these 
delegate*  I  •  return  without  having 
thoroughly  gone  Into  the  subject  and 
laid  the  101:111  Is  :iou  tor  such  a  commis- 
sion during  the  present  session  of 
Parliament. 

It  will  he  money  well  spent  if  the 
city  voted  a  further  allowance  for  the 
delegates  at  Ottawa  even  to  the  extent 
of  »r.,000  in  order  to  have  the  commis- 
sion instituted  during  the  present  ses- 
sion of  Parliament.  I  maintain  that  If 
Victoria  secures  a  harbor  commission 
such  as  that  constituted  at  New  West- 
minster it  will  be  the  best  thing  that 
ever  happened  for  the  advancement  of 
this  port,  as  a  commercial  centre.

way transpacific  service,  established 
httself  as  one  of  the.  fastest  of  her 
class  when  undergoing  her  speed  trials 
prior  to  leaving  Liverpool  for  this  coast. 
The  Pacific  Coast  agents  have  been 
advised  that,  the  Empress  of  Russia, 
undo)  th  •  command  of  Captain  Beetham. 
passed  Gibraltar  on  April  5,  and^reach- 
ed  Monaco  at  11  a.m.  on  Tuesday,  April 
8.  By  this  time  the  huge  liner  is  near- 
ing  Port.  Said  and  keeping  well,  within 
her   schedule. 

Captain  J.  W.  Troup,  manager  of

About  800  a.v>.,  when  the 
Avnrir  empire  "f  desolation  wa»  estab- 
lished on  the  Danube,  two  tribes,  the 
Croat!  and  U»4  Serbs,  retiring  before  the 
ravages  of  the  Tartar  horsemen,  settled 
I,,  it,,  countries  now  known  as  Croatia, 
Bosnia,  Bind  servia. 

They  were  Slavs,  but  the  Treats 
perhaps    had.    like    the    Slavs    of    Moesia 

in  after  years,  adopted  the  nahie  of  a 
Tartar    £ribe<      Both,    fleeing    from    ths 

Avals,  wote  naturally  hostile  tO  them, 
and  it  is  possible  that  tloy  settled  in 
the  empire  with  the  consent  or  even  at 
the  invitation  of  the  Kmporor  Heraellus 
T.  At  any  rate,  they  appear  to  have 
been  eoushlered  as  vaswals  of  the  em- 
pire. Their  first  settlements  lay  rather 
westward  'of  the  eountry  now  called 
Servia.  the  i'mive.  the  present  western 
boundary,  being  the  dividing  line  be- 
tween Bulgar  ami  Serb  in  the  eighth  cen- 
tury. Here  the  Serb's  dwelt  more  or  less 
uneventfully  for  three  centuries.  They 
generally  formed  a  loose  confederacy 
under  chiefs  called  ztipans.  They  were 
commonly,  in  a  loose  fashion,  loyal  to 
the  eastern  empire  mainly  through 
fear  of  their  dangerous  neighbors,  the 
Bulgarians.  About  £40  they  united  un- 
der a  chief  named  Vlastimiz  to  repel 
the  latter. 

The  country  rose  to  great  heights  un- 
der Stephen  Dushan,  the  czar  of  the 
Serbs,  but  after  his  death  Murmd  I. 
conquered  the  country,  and  it  was  not 
until  1816  that  the  Serbs  partially 
threw  oft  the  Turkish -yoKe.

Welsford  Steamer  Ikalis,  Which 
Nearly  Foundered  When 
Leaving  Here  Last  October, 
Is  Again  on  Coast 


For  the  first  time  since  her  memor- 
able experience  off  this  Coast  last  Oc- 
tober, when  she  narrowly  escaped  foun- 
dering in  one  of  the  worst  storms  of 
the  year,  the  British  steamer  Ikalis, 
Captain  Clarkson,  is  again  in  these  wa- 
ters, taking  aboard  bunker  coal  prepar- 
atory to  sailing  for  the  Orient  with  cot- 
ton cargo.  The  Ikalis,  a  fine  freighter 
of  3,062  net  tons,  was  juet  beginning 
a  voyage  to  Australia  after  coaling  at 
Nanaimo,  when  she  ran  Into  a  terrific 
gale  off  the  Oregon  coast.  She  lost 
her  deckload  of  lumber,  was  badly  bat- 
tered and  finally  limped  into  San  Fran- 
cisco after  an  experience  that  her  offi- 
eers   and  crew   will  never   forget. 

The  Ikalis  left  Victoria  on  October 
15,  and  no  sooner  had  she  cleared  Capo 
Flattery  than  a  severe  gale  from  the 
northwest  was  experienced,  and  the 
freighter,  for  twenty-four  hours,  was 
driven  against  the  wind  at  full  speed. 
When  the  gale  moderated  two  days 
later,  it  was  found  that  the  steamer  had 
been  carried  back  twenty  miles.  The 
wind  from  the  northwest  had  barely  set- 
tled when  she  ran  into  the  teeth  of  a 
southwester. 

Gala    of    Typhoon    Proportions 

The  new  gale  quartered  the  big  seas 
from  the  northwest,  and  the  effect  was 
like  that  of  a  terrific  typhoon.  De- 
spite the  efforts  of  Captain  Clarkson 
and  his  crew,  the  vessel  became  practi- 
cally unmanageable,  with  heavy  seas 
sweeping  over  her.  The  seas  were 
hurled  against  the  superstructure  with 
the  force  of  a  ninety-mile  gale,  and  por- 
tions of  the  vessel,  the  deck  equipment 
and  cargo  began  to  break  up.  At  times 
parts  of  the  bridge  were  all  of  the  ves- 
sel that  remained  above  water.  Two 
lifeboats  aft  were  broken  up  and  car- 
ried away.  Everything  moveable  on 
deck,  Including  the  auxiliary  cargo  of 
lmnKer  coal,  was  carried  overboard,  and 
several  of  the  hatches  broken.  Every 
opening  connecting  the  engine-room  waa 
battered  <lo-wn,  but  the  water  began  to 
pour  in  through  the  ventilators,  and 
the  vital  section  of  the  vessel  began 
to    florid. 

Seas   Flooded   Engine   Boom 

When  the  atbrta  waa  at  its  worst. 
Chief   Engineer   Sale   and    bis   men   were 

precipitated  in  a  flood  of  water  as 
the  floor  of  the  fire  and  engine  rooms 
dropped  >nto  the  bilges.  Floods  of 
water  swept  Into  the  opening  through 
which  the  coal  passers  were,  shoveling 
the  eoal  from  the  bunkers,  walle  the 
firemen  wad'd  atmut  in  the  water  waist 
dee,,    aa    tbey    fed    the    furnaces. 

Finding  the  vessel  gradually  settling, 
the  steam  pumptl  were  started  and  from 
the  amount  of  \s.it--r  pumped,  it  was 
found  that  the  seas  were  filling  the 
holds.  On  October  1!)  the  weather  mod- 
erated, allowing  the  officers  to  make 
oaJoulatlona  of  IJhe  damage.  The  ship 
was.  then  pumped  nearly  dry,  but  she 
carried  a  list  of  at  least  16  degrees. 
Captain  Clarkson  then  turned  hrr  course 
toward  San  Francisco,  where  she  ar- 
r  i  \  i-.l  October  SB.  She  remained  at 
Kan  Francisco  for  five  weeks  effecting 
repairs  and  then  continued  her  voyage 
to   Australia- 


Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  alterations 
to  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  steamer 
Prince  Albert  are  Incomplete,  the  .'-ail- 
ing of  that  steamer  scheduled  for  last 
night  in  the  Queen  Charlotte  Island 
service,    has    been    canceled. 

Efforts  will  be  made  to  g-et  the 
Prime  Albert  ready  for  commission  by 
Tuesday  at  the  latest,  and  she  will 
make  her  first  trip  north  on  Thursday 
next.  Following  the  cancelation  of  the 
nailing,  th*e  O.  T.  P.  officials  completed 
arrangements  to  bring  the  sWamer 
Prince  John  on  her  regular  run  as  far 
south  as  Ikeda  Bay,  returning  north  on 
Monday,  and  making  connections  at 
Prince  Rupert  with  the  steamship 
Prince  George,  vhich  leaves  Victoria  on 
Monday. 

After  making  connections  with  the 
Prince  George  at  the  northern  terminal 
on  Wednesday,  the  Prince  John  will  pro- 
ceed to  Masset  and  Naden  Harbor  and 
other  porta,  returning  to  Prince  Rupert 
In  time  to  leave  on  her  regular*  south- 
bpund  trip  a  week  from  tomorrow.

Desires  That  Present  Sites  of 
Civic  Institutions  Be  Brought 
Within  the  City  Limits— Will 
Seek  Council's  Approbation, 


Enlarging-  upon  the  request  recently 
made  by  a  majority  of  the  property 
owners  In  that  portion  of  the  Saanlch 
Municipality  comprising  sections  25,  26 
and  27,  lying  to  the  northeast  of  tin; 
'ity  limits  and  l., 'tween  the  city  and  the 
Oak  Bay  Municipality,  that  that  section 
bo  annexed  to  the  city,  Mayor  Morley 
has  signified  his  Intention  to  urge  upon 
tho  City  Council  the  advisability  of  tak- 
ing steps  to  bring  within  die  city  limits 
a  portion  of  the  Oak  Bay  Municipality 
adjoining  the  above  section.

Sixteen  Hundred  Dollars  Hid- 
den Away  in  Cigar  Box  at 
Parson's  Bridge  Hotel  Mys- 
teriously Disappears,- 


The  disappearance  of  cash  to  the 
amount  of  $1600  from  the  place  where 
Richard  Trice'  .proprietor  of  the  Par- 
son's Bridgo  Hotel,  had  hidden  it,  has 
furnished  a  mystery  for  the  Provincial 
police  authorities  the  attempt*  to  un- 
ravel which  have  so  far  proved  futile. 
Tho  money,  in  a  cigar  box,  was  tie- 
posited  by  Mr.  Price  behind  the  mirror 
in  his  bedroom  at  the  road  house  about 
ten  days  ago.  On  Tuesday  evening  he 
first  discovered  that  the  box  and  con- 
tents had  apparently  taken  wings  and 
he  immediately  notified  the  authorities. 
A  complete  investigation  of  the  prem- 
ises 'showed  how  simple  It  would  be 
for  a  determined  burglar  to  gain  en- 
trance to  the  place.  The  bedroom  door 
is  generally  kept  locked  but  the  lock  is 
one  of  simple  design  and  easily  opened 
and  one  key  will  open  practically  all 
the  doors  In  the  place. 

Mr.  Price,  though  there  is  a  safe  on 
tho  premises,  has  of  late  taken  to  hid- 
ing his  money  in  such  unusual  and  un- 
safe places  as  in  the  present  Instance.

Big  Acreage  Deal — At  Nanalmo,  on 
Wednesday,  a  deal  involving  310  acres 
in  the  Wellington  and  Nanoose  districts 
was  transacted.  The  buyers  are  Vic- 
toria people  and  the  vendors  are  a  syn- 
dicate of  local  people  who  bought  the 
property  some  six  months  ago.  The 
price  received  was  121,000.  There  are 
f'  rty  acres  of  the  property  cleared.  One 
section  of  the  land  Is  situated  in  Wel- 
lington District  and  the  other  In  Na- 
ncose  adjoining.  The  new  owners  will 
probably  subdivide  the  property  into 
live  and  ten-acre  lots.  As  tho  land  is 
but  eight  miles  from  Nanaimo  and  is 
said  to  enjoy  many  advantages  it  is 
generally   believed   to   be  a   good   buy. 

Would  Bring  Tanners — Mr.  J.  Mc- 
Keown,  of  Nanalmo,  has  just  returned 
from  Europe  where  he  spent  three 
months  in  Belgium  on  several  British 
Columbia  propositions.  He  had  quite  a 
successful  trip,  so  much  so  that  he 
leaves  again  from  Vancouver  In  the 
course  of  a  few  days  for  Brussels  to 
continue  his  work.  Mr.  McKeown  Is  at 
present  working  on  a  scheme  to  settle 
a  large  tract  of  land  on  Vancouv'er 
Island  with  Belgian  farmers.  He  states 
that  the  Belgian  Is  a  most  successful 
agriculturist,  being  thrifty,  sober  and 
saving,  and  points  to  several  commu- 
nities in  Canada  settled  by  Belgian 
farmers  where  they  ha\'e  been  highly 
successful. 

Vanoouver  is  Ambitious — An  exhi-

LONDON,  April  10.— The  Interview 
which  the  Prime  Minister  (grants  each 
year  to  a  deputation  of  the  Parliament- 
ary Committee  of  th«  Trades  Union 
Congress  was  held  this  week  in  Mr.  As- 
f|ulth's  room  at  the  House  of  Commons. 
The  subjects  reviewed  were,  as  usual, 
very  numerous,  Including  housing,  elec- 
toral reform,  l.aki  rs'  working  conditions, 
and  compulsory  payment  of  wages  on 
Statutory  holidays.  A  question  of  more 
k>  neral  Interest  was  the  nationalization 
of  railways  ami  i>r  mines,  but  Mr.  Aa- 
quith's  attitude  towards  the  siiRfirestion 
of  the  deputation  was  not  encouraging. 
The  Prime  Minister  was  a.i.m;., tilled 
by  Mr.  Itunciman,  Mr.  J.  Burns  and  Mr. 
llllngworth. 

Mr.  W.  E.  Harvey,  M.  P.,  who  Intro- 
duced the  question  of  the  nationaliza- 
tion of  mines,  said  that  on  the  present 
dividends  it  would  be  a  good  investment 
for  the  nation.  They  said  that  the  Min- 
imum Wage  Act  would  cost  3d.  &  ton, 
but  prices  had  gone  up  2s.  a  ton  and  the 
mine  owners  were  fleecing  the  public. 

Mr.  .Uuiuith. — Who  Is  making  money 
out  of  that,  the  coal  owner  or  the  con- 
tractor? 

Mr.  Harvey. — Thte  coal  owner. 


qulry  (for  the  matter  wai  now  before 
a  Departmental  Committee)  whether  * 
caae  had  been  made  out  '«»>■  tentative 
legislation  In  that  direction.  The  ques- 
tion of  the  civil  rights  of  postal  and 
other  civil  servants  fell  within  the 
scope  of  the  Koyal  Commission  on  the 
Civil  Service,  and  while  undoubtedly  it 
was  a  question  which  presented  difficul- 
ties, he  should  await  with  great  inter- 
est what  .such  a  competent  and  re- 
sponsible body  as  that  Commission  had 
to   say   about   it.

On 
tho  general  question  of  what  the  Gov- 
ernment were  doing  for  social  and  in- 
dustrial reform  he  might  refer,  without 
undue  pride,  but  certainly  without  any 
reason  to  feel  ashamed,  to  the  record  of 
the  last  few  years,  in  which  he  really 
believed  more  had  been  dono  in  that  di- 
rection than  in  any  corresponding  per- 
iod   In   Parliamentary  history.

But  that 
toe  period  of  the  polling  ought  to  be 
very  substantially  curtailed  he  entirely 
agreed.  Whether  it  should  be  less  than 
a  week  was  a  matter  open  to  argument;  I 
but  an  election  which  went  dribbling 
un  for  the  best  part  of  a  month,  as  it 
did  now,  to  the  disturbance  of  buslnesss 
and  the  discomfort  of  the  community, 
A' .-as  a  spectacle  which,  he  believed,  was 
not  p resented  by  any  other  civilized  na- 
tion, and  he  quite  agreed  that,  when 
they  came  to  deal  with  those  matters, 
that  whs  a  subject  which  deserved  con- 
slderatlon  and   settlement. 

As  regards  the  nationalization  of 
mines,  he  did  not  know  whether  Mr. 
Harvey's  attention  had  been  called  to 
■oine  Information  recently  laid  before 
Parliament  in  regard  to  the  operation 
of  nationalization  in  Prussia.  It  was 
not  of  a  very  satisfactory  kind  and  did 
not  tend  to  encourage  a  very  sanguine 
hope  as  to  what  the  rep -tit  Ion 
of  the  experiment  made  there  would 
produce  in  this  country.  When 
they  had  regard  to  the  enormous 
variety  of  conditions  under  which 
our  mining  Industry  was  carried  on,  the 
highly  speculative  ingredients  which  en- 
tered into  it.  and  the  complexity  of  the 
w.ioi,.  system  of  production  and  man- 
agement, he  confessed  ho  should  look 
with  vi  n  considerable  hesitation  upon 
BJtty  proposal  to  transfer  the  mines,  as 
a  going  concern,  to  the  management  of 
the    .^tate. 

On  Different  Footing 
He  quite  agreed  that  railways  stood 
on  a  different  footing  in  this  respect 
from  mines  and  most  other  productive 
Industries.  The  State  to  a  very  large 
extent  controlled  and  Interfered  with 
their  operations  in  fixing  rates  and  so 
on,  and  it  was  quite  true  that  it  was 
contemplated  b:  Parliament  at  the  time' 
when  railways  were  originally  built  on 
a  large  scale  that,  under  certain  condi- 
tions, they  might  be  taken  over  by  the 
State.  That  contingency  hail  always 
been,  at  any  rat.,  a  possibility  which 
those  who  Invited,  aro  Indeed  bound  to 
con  template.  But  there  were  practical 
difficulties  of  a  very  serious  kind  in  the 
application  of  the  principle  of  national- 
ization to  the  railways. 

He  was  quite  sure,  that  any  such  op- 
eration, carried  out  on  reasonable  term.'!.

for  better  conditions  as  to  wages  and 
hours  of  labor.  The  prospective  advance 
in  the  net  receipts  Which  had  been  fore- 
casted that  day  very  likely  might  come, 
btit  In  existing  conditions  would,  he 
strongly  suspected,  he  swallowed  and 
more  than  syvallowed  up  before  th 
railways  had  been  in  the  possession  of 
the  State  for  more  than  twelve  months. 
Those  were  things  which,  from  the 
point  of  view  of  the  taxpayer,  they 
could  not  leave  out  of  account,  however 
great  might  be  the  advantages  of  the 
diminution  of  competition  and  the  gen- 
eral co-ordination  of  the  railway  sys- 
tem which  might  follow  from  some- 
thing In  the  nature  of  a  central  man- 
agement. At  any  rat-e,  he  remained  of 
the  opinion  that,  the  burden  of  proof 
being  on  those  who  favored  this  pro- 
posal, that  burden  had  not,  from  the 
point  of  view  of  the  community,  been 
Adequately    discharged. 

With  regard  to  the  bakers,  whom  he 
congratulated  on  the  Improvement  In 
condition*  tTStatCed  in  London,  thi-y 
were  told  that  there  were  still  great  dif- 
ficulties in  dealing  with  the  smaller  em- 
ployers. In  the  case  of  shop  assistants 
that  same  difficulty  was  solved,  or 
ought  to  be  solved,  by  giving  some- 
thing la  the  nature  of  local  option.

WAR      AGAINST"   TYPHOID 

Medical    Health    Officer    of    Hamilton    Ts 

Strongly  In  Favor  of  Hew  Method 

of   righting    DlMase 


The  deal,  by  means  of  whloh  James 
island  will  be  transformed  from  a 
pleasure  resort  and  a  beauty  spot  into 
a  hive  of  industry,  was  closed  yesterday 
for  a  consideration  amounting  to  I'-iSO,- 
000.  The  purchasers  are  the  Victoria 
Chemical  Company  and  the  Canadian 
Explosives  Companr,  Ltd.,  which  con- 
cerns have  joined  forces  for  Uie  acquire- 
ment of  the  island  with  a  view  to  es- 
tablishing upon  it  one  of  the  Olfest  ex- 
plosive and  chemli  1 1  factories  in  the 
world.  When  the  island  is  in  shape  as 
a  producing  concern  It  will  represent 
something  approaching  aAnilllon  dollar 
proposition. 

This  gigantic  transaction,  which  was 
mooted  some  time  ago,  has  at  last  been 
consummated,  and  it  is  only  a  "mat- 
ter of  time  before  the  island  becomes 
the  scene  of  tremendous  activity.  The 
companies  concerned  in  the  acquirement 
of  the  Island  from  the  syndicate  which 
owned  it  Intend  to  establish  upon  it 
a  modern  plant  for  the  manufacture  of 
explosives  and  chemicals  of  the  most 
valuable  type;  also  to  erect  thereon  a 
colony  of  homes  for  the  workers  and 
to  make  the  Island  a  miniature  empire.

HAMILTON.  Ont.,  April  10.— Dr.  Rob- 
erts, medical  health  officer,  expressed 
himself  strongly  In  favor  of  the  ,  new- 
method  of  fighting  typhoid  fever 
which  has  been  adopted  at  the  Toronto 
General  Hospital,  the  nursing  staff  of 
which  has  been  inoculated  against  the 
disease. 

The  new  method  of  fighting  typhoid 
fever  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  the 
nursing  -staff  of  the  Toronto  General 
vHospltal  has  been  inoculated  against 
the  disease.  Inoculation  for  typhoid 
has  recntly  come  into  use  in  the 
United, States  Army  and  in  Canadian 
camps,  but  this  is  the  first  time  the 
treatment  has  been  applied  to  the 
nursing  staff  of  the  hospital.  Dr.  C. 
K.  Clarke  in  his  report  as  superinten- 
dent   gives    the    following   facts: 

'In  al  3S  nuraea  received  two  doses 
of  antl-typhold  vaccine.  There  were 
at  least  12  severe  reactions  character- 
ized by  a  large  tender  area  of  redness 
and  infiltration  at  the  site  of  inocula- 
tion, malaise,  headache,  and  a  little 
fever.  Several  of  the  nurses  complain- 
ed of  dizziness  on  the  day  following 
inoculation.  Four  nurses  were  off 
duty  for  one  day.  No  case  Of  typhoid 
has   yet   developed    among   the   nurses. 

"Over  7,000  doses  of  antl-typhold 
vaccine  have  been  distributed  through- 
out the-  country,  most  of  It  for  use 
along  the  line  of  the  National  Trans- 
continental Railway.  This  vaccine  was 
supplied  without  cost  on  the  under- 
standing ,  that  certain  data  should  be 
recorded,' In  order  that  our  knowledge 
of  the  value  of  anti-typhoid  Inoculation 
might  be  advanced."  ( 

Or.  Roberts,  discussing  the  matter 
today,  said:  "If  there  should  be  a 
severe  epidemic  of  typhoid  here  I 
should  inoculate  my*self  as  a  precau- 
tion against  the  disease.  I  do  not 
know  that  any  use  i-s  being  made  of 
tho  vaccine  in  Hamilton,  but  I  have 
been  watching  with  great  interest  the 
use  that  has  been  made  of  It  in  other 
cities,  and.  am  satisfied  that  It  Is  a 
great  success.  Fortunately  we  are 
bothered  very  little  here  with  typhoid.'' 
It  is  understood  that  Dr.  Bowman. 
the  bacteriologist  at  the  city  hospital, 
inoculated    himself    With    the   vaccine. 

l>r.  Langrlll,  superintendent  of  the 
city  hospital,  expressed  the  folowlng 
opinion:  "I  have  not  made  any  plans 
for  introducing  this  method  of  fight- 
ing the  disease  among  our  staff.  as 
there  has  been  no  necessity  for  it  up  to 
date.  The  Inoculation  process  Is  Just 
in  the  experiment  stage,  but  I  have 
lead  accounts  at-  diferent  times  of 
its  use  in  the  United  States  army, 
and  ''I  think  it  will  prove  a  benefit 
among  the  nurses.  Until  final  devel- 
opments are  shown,  It  won't  be  used  at 
this    Institution." 

"Have  you  had  any  cases  of  nurses 
contracting   the  disease?"   was  asked. 

"Yes,  we  have  had,  tout  ;they  were 
very.  few.  We  had  one  case  last  year, 
but    H    was   not    serious." 

Dr.  Langrlll  said  he  was  convinced 
the   treatment  would  be  a  success.

Modern  education  In  Japan  and  the 
commercial  r|Jatlons  existing  between 
Canada  and  that  Empire  were  the  top- 
ics of  a  most  Interesting  address  deliv- 
ered by  the  Hon.  T.  Makamura,  consul- 
general  for  Japan,  before  the  McOill 
Oriental  Society  in  Montreal  the  other 
night. 

In  his  opening  remarks,  the  speaker 
gave  a  most  comprehensive  account  of 
the  school  and  university  system  in 
vogue  in  his  native  country  at  the  «am? 
time  outlining  the  curricula  embraced 
by  each  system.  Japan  had  learned 
much  in  the  sphere  of  education  from 
her  Intercourse  with  other  nations.  The 
one  regrettable  feature  which  charac- 
terized the  whole  system  was  the  utter 
lack  of  any  measure  of  religious  ln- 
■truetlon.  This  state  of  affairs  the  lec- 
turer deprecated  and  expressed  the  hops- 
that  it  would  be  remedied  in  the  im- 
mediate   future. 

In  dealing  with  the  question  of  the 
commercial  relations  of  this  country 
with  Japan,  Mr.  Makamura  stated  that 
Canada,  although  B  young  country,  was 
playing  an  Important  part  In  the  prog- 
ress of  the  twentieth  century.  The 
development  of  our  natural  resources 
and  the  subsequent  expansion  of  our 
foreign  trade  were  but  forerunners  in 
the   attainment   of   our  destiny. 

international  friendship  between  Can- 
ada and  Japan  should  bo  promoted.  At 
present  our  export  trade  with  the  lat- 
ter country  was  but  a  side  Issue  and 
this  should  not  b«\  when  one  considers 
that  In  1911  Japan  had  Imported  thre:> 
million  dollars'  worth  of  wheat,  the 
bulk  of  this  amount  from  the  United 
States.  In  1912  the  same  country  had 
Imported  200,000  tons  of  grain  from 
Australia.  Considering  these  statistics 
one  could  sec  the  advantage  of  the  Jap- 
anese market  for  Canadian  wheat.  Re- 
garding the  future  trade  relations  of 
the  two  countries  the  lecturer  was  most 
optimistic. 

The  Rev.  E.  Dewstoe,  on  English 
missionary  from  China,  was  then  called 
upon  and  gave  an  account  of  conditions 
In  that  country  at  the  present  time. 
The  beauties  of  historic  China  were 
passing  away  and  the  country  was  to- 
day a  military  autocracy,  not  a  repub- 
lic as  many  people  thought.  Those  con- 
trolling the  deettnles  of  China  at  pres- 
ent had  many,  problems  with  which  to 
deal  and  theee  Included  national  dis- 
unity, a  difference  In  the  languages  In 
the  various  provinces,  the  financial 
problem,  the  ethical  problem  and  the 
problem  of  administration.  He  had 
gr«tat  faith  In  the  future  of  the  country 
but  eh«  1IK«  Japan,  also  lacked  the  in- 
fluence of  the  Chrlatlan  religion,  until 
thla  handicap  waa  overcome  no  great 
material  prosperity  could  be  hoped  for.
